Following his re-election for an- 
other four-year term, as head of 
the local educational system, El 
Lon requested Superintendent F. 
A. Henderson to review his past 
eight years with the Santa Ana 
schools. Of interest to jaysee to 
day is his statement at the con- 
clusion of the accompanying re- 
port; praising the new college 
campus movement. The review fol- 
lows: 

The Santa Ana board of educa- 
tion in the last eight years has 
been faced with many problems. 
Extensive building projects have 
been found necessary. Successful 
contacts have been made with the 
Public Works Administration in 
these projects. State aid has been 
had. The results speak for them- 
selves. The board members are 
alert, as well, to the processes of 
education, and teachers are en- 
couraged to take advantage of ex- 
tension courses, leaves of absence, 
and activities leading to greater 
effectiveness in the classroom. 


The most significant move which 
has occurred during these eight 
years has been the separation of 
the activities of the high school 
and junior college, planned with 
deliberate intent because of the 
belief on the part of those engaged 
in both areas of education that 
the spirit of the upper institution 
is much more in the manner of 
real college setting when all the 
activities are centered in the col- 
lege area. The high school itself 
proceeds much more smoothly and 
with vastly improved behavior 
when there is removed from that 
campus the several hundred jun- 
ior college students who must have

VARIED ACTIVITY 

Elementary instruction has fol- 
lowed a sensible development in 
the direction of the use of child- 
ren’s activities in the instruction 
field. Surveys conducted -with 
standardized instruments of mea- 
surement indicate better than 
average standards for the pupils 
of the Santa Ana schools. A sys- 
tem of annual promotions, with 
the elimination of the unsatisfac- 
tory mid-year change, has been 
smoothly worked into, and the en- 
tire school system is now on this 
basis. 

Referring to the physical plant, 
it might be of. interest to recall 
some of the marked improvements 
that have taken place in the phy- 
sical plants of the school system 
during the past eight years. 

Prior to the earthquake a two- 
room addition was built at the 
Lowell school and one room added 
to the kindergarten of the Spur- 
geon school. A new cafeteria build- 
ing was constructed and equipped 
at the high school and the physi- 
cal education building, including 
showers, dressing rooms, etc., at 
the Willard school. 

SCHOOLS REBUILT 

Since the earthquake in 1933 
all the elementary schools were 
either partially rebuilt or had con- 
siderable work done to them in 
the way of strengthening the 
structures, the Spurgeon and Edi- 
son buildings being almost entire- 
ly reconstructed, including a new 
auditorium at each. At the La- 
throp Junior high school the old 
shop was demolished and a new 
building constructed at a different 


site. 

At the high school it was neces- 
sary to remove the old auditorium 
building, the science building, and 
the commercial building and va- 
cate the shop building. In their 
places have been constructed a 
beautiful new plant, which now is 
a credit to Southern - California. 
The construction of these new 
polldugs made it necessary also 
© install an immense amount of 
new equipment. By. a change in 
the ground arrangement at the 
high school we were enabled to 
construct twelve new tennis courts 
considered by experts to be the 
best in Southern California.
